‘Landmark’ launch for 
town heritage centre

AXMINSTER was the scene of a “landmark oc¬ 
casion” when Axminster Heritage officially an¬ 
nounced that it has purchased Thomas Whitty 
House from Axminster Carpets. 

The “landmark” description was used by mayor Andrew 
Moulding, who said the project is significant to the re¬ 
generation of the centre of Axminster. 

Axminster Heritage Ltd has been working over the last 
six years to gather funds to purchase the historic Grade II 
listed carpet factory. 

The plan is to turn the building, the original Thomas 
Whitty carpet factory, into a heritage centre that will in¬ 
corporate the present town museum together with the 
tourist information centre. 

The total cost to see the project through is estimated in 
excess of £1.6million. 

Speculation has been rife that an announcement was im¬ 
minent, and Axminster Heritage called a combined press 
conference and celebration in Thomas Whitty House on 
Friday, May 18th. 

Project manager Dr John Church told the assembled 
crowd: “I hope we will be open this time next year.” 

Axminster Heritage was recently awarded £100,000 by 
grants scheme Making it Local, and an Axminster Her-

Father jailed for 
baseball bat 
attack in Millwey 

A FATHER has been jailed for settling a family dis¬ 
pute with a savage baseball bat attack on another 
man. 

Colin Lindsay, aged 42, left victim Stephen Pearson 
with such serious bruising he spent 15 days in hos¬ 
pital being treated for deep vein thrombosis. 

He lured him to his ex-girlfriend’s house and then 
set about him with the bat, following him outside and 
continuing the assault in the street. 

The injured man only escaped the blows by crawl¬ 
ing into a neighbour’s house where he was given 
sanctuary. 

The victim suffered a broken wrist as he tried to 
fend off the blows and serious bruising to his legs 
and body, Exeter Crown Court was told. 

Lindsay, of St Gregory’s Court, Seaton, admitted 
causing grievous bodily harm in the attack at Mill¬ 
wey Avenue, Axminster, in April. 

He was jailed for two years by Judge Graham Cottle 
who told him: “The background to this attack re¬ 
volves around a relationship and children and re¬ 
sulted in you going to the house where the victim 
was living. 

“You set about him with a baseball bat and inflicted 
multiple blows and chased him down the street and

THE ARCHDEACON of Exeter, The Venerable 
Christopher Futcher, will chair a public meeting in 
Honiton about a proposed church closure in the 
town. 

Honiton Parochial Church Council has made an ap¬ 
plication to The Diocese of Exeter for permission to 
close St Michael’s Church, which is at the top of 
Church Hill. 

As a result, a public meeting will be held in the 
Mackarness Hall on Tuesday, May 29th, starting at 
7pm. 

A spokesperson for The Diocese of Exeter summed 
up activities at St Michael’s Church by saying: “One 
service is held a week - currently the 10am Eucharist 
on Thursday. Very occasionally there are weddings. 
The church is open for burials and interment of 
ashes." 

More details about the proposed closure will be 
available at the meeting, but The Reverend Sue 
Roberts said that St Paul's Parish Church is ac¬ 
tively growing in many ways, serving all ages, and 
that they wish to focus on serving people through 
activities and groups. 

According to Church 
of England literature, 
the first authentic 
record of St Michael's, 
in 1406, refers it as “a 
small chapel". 


OTTERY St Mary Scouts are hoping for public help in 
a quest to land a £5,000 windfall. 

The scout group plans a major fundraising launch 
later this year to expand and improve its headquar¬ 
ters. A total of £95,000 must be raised and the group 
has already had confirmation that it has a 50 per 
cent chance of landing £5,000 through Lloyds Bank¬ 
ing Group Community Fund. Confirmation has been 
received that the group's application is one of four fi¬ 
nalists for the Exeter area. The applications will be 
pitted against each other for a public vote online, 
with the top two applicants each receiving £5,000 
towards their project.

continued the assault. He suffered horrifying and 
serious injuries. 

“You used a weapon, this was to some extent 
premeditated and when someone sets about 
someone else with a baseball bat there is an inten¬ 
tion to cause harm.” 

Miss Bathsheba Cassel, prosecuting, said the 
victim suffered from deep vein thrombosis before 
the attack and suffered a severe relapse after¬ 


wards which needed a long stay in hospital. 

She said Mr Pearson was attacked inside a 
house, then again in the street and the assault 
only ended when an elderly neighbour intervened 
and took him into the safety of his home. 

Mr Nick Bradley, defending, said the case arose 
from problems over the custody of his children. He 
said it was not planned and that the weapon was 
a child size bat. 

He said:”He is not a violent man but did act vio¬ 
lently on this occasion.” 
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Millwey move wins prize 


AN AXMINSTER project scooped one of the top 
prizes at East Devon District Council s (EDDC) 
Queen s Diamond Jubilee Awards on Thursday, May 
17th. 

Millwey Rise Football Club and Axminster Town 
Council worked together on the former s relocation 
to Cloakham Lawn Sports Centre, a move which 
opened up more opportunities for local youngsters. 

As a result, the project triumphed in the Town Youth 
Award category at the awards ceremony. 

An EDDC statement explained why the jury chose 
the project, saying: “The project has been part of the 
driving force in Millwey Rise FC moving to a new 
ground. 

“Young people had said that they wanted to play 
football but there were no opportunities to play - the 


demand came from young people of both sexes. 

“The initiative has improved social inclusion and 
channelled youthful energies in a positive way.” 

Millwey Rise FC committee member Ian Hall, who is 
also a town councillor, said: "We have won a lot of tro¬ 
phies this year [on the pitch] but, to me, this is the 
biggest reward.” 

In short, EDDC announced that an amount of so- 
called Section 106 money [gained from developers 
through the planning process] was available for proj¬ 
ects in Axminster. 

The town council consulted with town residents and 
youth football provision was identified, which is when 
Millwey Rise FC joined forces with the town council. 
Apart from the winner s certificate, the project was 
also awarded £100 in prize money. 


Derek’s birds are flying high 


AN AXMINSTER pigeon racer and 
his birds claimed the top two spots in 
the 2012 Carentan National. 

Axe Valley Flying Club member 
Derek Vincent entered four pigeons 
for the race and recorded first, sec¬ 
ond, 15th and 45th overall spots. 

The race was organised by the 
British Barcelona Club, an umbrella 
organisation for pigeon racing with 
members in the UK, Ireland and the 
Channel Islands. 

The 2012 Carentan National was 
the first race of the 2012 programme 
and saw 195 members of the British 
Barcelona Club enter a total of 1,643 
birds over eight race sections. 

All competing pigeons were trans¬ 
ported to Carentan in northern 
France. Their task was to find their 
respective home lofts on the other 
side of the channel as soon as possi¬ 
ble. 

Because the pigeons have to com¬ 
plete different distances, the pigeon 
with the highest race velocity is de¬ 
clared winner. 

Velocity is calculated through a for¬ 
mula based on distance and finishing 
time. 

Derek’s winning pigeon flew a dis¬ 
tance of 127 miles and 610 yards in 
one hour 35 minutes and 25 seconds, 
achieving a velocity of 2349.0. 

His runner-up travelled the same 
distance in one hour 36 minutes and 
eight seconds, achieving a velocity of 
2331.6. 

The race was scheduled for April 
28th, but was delayed until April 30th 
because of bad weather. 

Derek didn’t travel to France, but

was in Axminster waiting for his pi¬ 
geons. The pigeons were liberated at 
9:05am and each one had a differ¬ 
ently marked rubber ring wrapped 
around a leg. 

When the pigeon reaches its home 
loft, the owner removes the rubber 
ring and puts it into a sealed clock, 
which is then taken to a race clock 
station for verification. 

Derek was surprised at the winning 
time and initially thought his win¬ 
ning pigeon was one he had sent to 
a race starting in Hampshire. 

He said: “It was so fast that I 
couldn’t believe it. I thought it was 
another pigeon from a race in Hamp¬ 


shire. Then I saw the ring and re¬ 
alised it was from France.” 

He keeps about 30 pigeons and has 
been racing for almost 30 years. 

Derek explained how it all started 
by saying: “We had pigeons for the 
children. Then a neighbour wanted 
us to join a club. I did and got the 
bug.” 

It is far from risk free, though, for 
the birds. 

In 2010, Derek claimed gold and 
silver in the West of England South 
Road Combine. 

His winning pigeon in that race is 
injured and will never race again 
whilst the runner-up disappeared 
during training. Derek believes that 
both birds were attacked by spar- 
rowhawks

Acoustics work agreed 


A ONE-PRICE-FITS-ALL policy has 
increased interest in joining Axminster 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Chamber members met at Cloakham 
Lawn Sports Centre for their annual 
general meeting on Tuesday, May 15th 
and chairman Shane Morgan told 
them: “Our main initiative last year 
was to improve our membership with 
a one-price-fits-all policy. This has 
proved popular and as a result it is 
good to observe new and varied mem¬ 
bers joining us.” 

The chamber runs the town’s tourist 
information centre (TIC) and Mr Mor¬ 
gan revealed that, based on current 
trends, more than 10,000 people will 
pass through the TIC doors this year 
and be greeted by “a very warm 
Axminster welcome” by manager 
Sarah Crook and her team. He also 
looks forward to the chamber’s beer 
festival on Saturday, June 30th. 

The festival is a fundraiser for the 
TIC and brought in a £6,600 plus sur¬ 
plus last year. Mr Morgan will carry 
on as chairman, with Duncan Colvin 
as vice-chairman, Emma Coddington 
as secretary, Ian McMurtry as treas¬ 
urer and Sarah Crook as membership 
secretary. 

In addition, Angie Prior will join 
Jane Rockett and Joy Raymond as 
general committee members. When 
formal business was concluded, cham¬ 
ber members listened to guest speaker 
Romy Fraser of Trill Farm, near 
Axminster. The 300-acre organic farm 
features a shop, courses, venue hire, 
camping and much more. Romy 
started her talk in 1981 when she 
founded Covent Garden-based organic 
skincare company Neal’s Yard. 


IT has been decided to improve 
guildhall acoustics in Axminster. 
The main hall will be fitted with 
wall panels and suspended ceil¬

A start date is yet to be an¬ 
nounced as the work must be be 
fitted around main hall book¬ 
ings.

M AYOR Andrew 

Moulding got it just 
right when he de¬ 
scribed the launch of the 
Axminster Heritage Centre 
project as a “landmark” occa¬ 
sion. 

I was disappointed not to 
have been able to attend the 
reception at the original 
Thomas Whitty carpet fac¬ 
tory on Friday afternoon, hav¬ 
ing been involved in the early 
discussions on the project 
and having followed it closely 
ever since. 

Unfortunately, I had to inter¬ 
view the captain of HMS Edin¬ 
burgh which was on an 


official visit to Lyme Regis for 
the Queen’s Silver Jubilee cel¬ 
ebrations. 

With 16 newspapers across 
three counties to keep an eye 
on, my time is a bit sparse at 
the moment. 

But our Axminster reporter 
Anders Larsson was there and 
tells me the trustees and sup¬ 
porters at the reception were 
in a very upbeat mood about 
their plans to establish a her¬ 
itage centre in the SilverStreet 
building. 

They deserve their moment 
of self congratulation. It has 
taken six long years to get the 
project to this exciting stage 


through the most turbulent 
financial climate for several 
decades. 

I am sure that there were 
times when trustee’s chair¬ 
man and project leader Dr 
John Church and his col¬ 
leagues thought it would 
never happen and may well 
have contemplated abandon¬ 
ing their plans. 

But they stuck at it and the 
town of Axminster will bene¬ 
fit greatly when the centre is 
finally opened. 

I think it is just what the 
town needs. 

Axminster has a fine and 
colourful history but has 
never really been able to 
showcase its illustrious past. 
The heritage centre will do 
just that and will provide a 
focal point for many other ac¬ 
tivities. 


Of course, there is still a long 
way to go to raise all the funds 
needed to convert the build¬ 
ing into a modern exhibition 
area and then to sustain its 
ongoing success. 

The building is now owned 
by Axminster Heritage Ltd, a 
major step forward, but the 
real work will soon begin to 
complete the £1.6 million 
conversion that will do justice 
to the complete history of 
Axminster, with the carpet 
industry as a focal point, 
housing also Axminster’s 
current museum, the Tourist 
Information Centre and pro¬ 
viding a numer of other edu¬ 
cational opportunities. 

A project, indeed, of which 
the town can be justly proud 
and which will attract many 
visitors. 


JUST 13 per cent of the electorate of Honiton bothered to 
turn out to answer the question: “Do the council tax payers 
wish the town council to proceed any further with the commu¬ 
nity centre project?" 

For the second time there was an overwhelming majority (60 
per cent) who answered with a resounding “No". 

But the town council are not legally bound to adhere to the 
wishes of the majority in such a poll and whether it was a “Yes" 
or “No" they fully intended, before a vote was cast, to proceed 
with the controversial project. 

Most people believe that Honiton needs a new community 
centre but the “No" brigade feel strongly that a less costly ver¬ 
sion should be pursued. 

They have failed to persuade the town council who will pro¬ 
ceed to borrow £975,000 to fund the £1.8 million scheme. 

Parish polls are costly affairs but are not legally binding. 

Surely, a total waste of time and money?

the years to support the hospital. 

The two finals raised around £700, an excellent result. 

I was given the privilege of choosing the man-of-the-match 
award and decided to give it to Seaton’s young defender 
Cameron Vere, who gave a good account of himself in both fi¬ 
nals. 

The final was the last competitive game to be played on Sec¬ 
tor Lane before the bulldozers move in to start building 70 new 
homes on the football pitch. Axminster Town Football Club will 
decamp to Washbrook Meadows, the home of OtterySt Mary 
FC, for a year whilst their new £2million ground is built in Chard 
Road by developers Devonshire Homes.

A READER, James Wright, tells me that his garden is 
besieged by grey squirrels and whilst he tries his utmost 
to attract small birds, he has noticed a definite decline in 
both numbers and species. 

A variety of tits, robins, occasional song thrushes and 
sparrows are seen, but the grey squirrels, not 
sparrowhawks, are a constant menace. A number of 
squirrels have been live-trapped but, as James writes, it 
seems to be a losing battle and there are never less than 
four in evidence at any one time. 

I also recently mentioned the grey squirrel menace and 
noted that I am currently on top of it. How, asks, James 
Wright? Well, in my case, due to my location I have been 
able to shoot any garden invaders and have seen none for 
several years, though I know they are still to be found in 
the locality. 

I am afraid that there is no easy answer and in my 
correspondent’s case trapping is probably the best way 
forward. I note that he is using a live catch trap, but there 
is another type on the market, which can be fixed to a 
tree trunk and kills instantly. The grey squirrel, like the 
mink which seems to be in decline, is an unwanted 
menace and an import from North America which we 
could well do without. 

On a more cheerful note, reader Brian Waite, who told 
me about the dead polecat he recently came across, 
watched for five minutes a red kite flying over a 
meadow near his home. There have been several reports 
of kite sightings in the area over the past two or three 
years, sufficient to arouse speculation that these 
handsome raptors are beginning to spread out from their 
strongholds in the Chilterns. 

How do you fancy a nightjar, glow-worm and bat 
walk? On Thursday, June 7th Richard and Alison 
Whiteside, who run ‘Wildside Experience’ from their 
home in the Blackdown Hills, will be conducting a walk 
from 8:30pm to 10:30pm to look for glow worms, while 
at the same time using an electronic detector to locate 
and identify bats. 

The meet location is the Forestry Commission car park 
near Crossways Farm on Blackdown Common, map ref 
ST124166. You are advised to bring a torch. Call 01823 
680931 for further information. 

What else is going on? Well, on the butterfly front 
there has been a strong showing of orange-tips over the 
past few weeks and I’ve even seen the odd common blue 
flitting round the garden. One other rarity, usually only 
flying at night, was a male ruby tiger moth which in 
bright sunlight hovered and displayed over a small 
evergreen bush. 

However, if you want to see a wide variety of 
butterflies then Dorset’s Powerstock Common is the 
place to go and has been designated one of the top spots 
to see woodland butterflies, according to a new national 
guide, ‘40 Great Places to see Woodland Butterflies,’ 
published by The Wildlife Trusts and available free at 
wildlife trusts.org/woodlandbutterflies 

The 285 acre reserve, known in the 13th century as 
Poorstock Royal Forest, has ancient woodland with 
coppiced areas, damp grassland, sunny glades, open 
rides and flower-filled ditches attracting marsh, silver- 
washed and pearl bordered fritillaries. You may also spot 
wood whites and marbled whites, purple and green 
hairstreaks, dingy and grizzled skippers. 

This month and June are best for the rarer woodland 
species, while in July and August silver-washed 
fritillaries, purple hairstreaks and some of the grassland 
species may be seen. 

Many of the more common butterfly species, such as 
meadow brown, common blue, brown argus, red 
admirals and painted ladies may also be encountered 
but, as usual, all one really needs is some decent 
sunshine and warm days, something which is in 
remarkably short supply at the moment!

When 
needed, crew members are alerted by pagers to swiftly 
attend their nearest lifeboat station to put to sea in the 
bright orange and navy specially equipped high-tech 
lifeboats. 

There are currently around 4,600 trained boat crew 
members, which includes over 300 women. Such ded¬ 
ication and loyalty to the organisation founded in 1824 
is very impressive. The RNLI’s lifeboats rescued an av¬ 
erage of 22 people each day in recent years. 

Additionally the organisation trains beach lifeguards 
and has volunteer ground crews to assist in the launch¬ 
ing of the boats and other tasks.

George Pulman describes the new church as ‘handsomely 
fitted up... the altar and its appendages of a costly 
character’ and refers to a ‘fine toned organ’. 

The east and west windows and the window on the north 
side of the chancel are described as ‘of finest glass’. The 
original organ is no longer with us but the windows are 
still where they were. And mighty impressive they are, 
too!

He was in¬ 
formed of expected air raids from the 
Group ARP Warden who lived at Hi¬ 
lary House. My Dad then phoned Sid 
Peadon at Churchill to pass the mes¬ 
sage on, then he would walk around

the village blowing his whistle in short 
blasts and making sure that no lights 
were visible. For the all-clear he would 
blow long blasts on his whistle.” 

Mrs Bishop said the only time they 
had an air raid was when the German 
bombers were intercepted and scuttled 
their bombs and she recalled one occa¬ 
sion when Axminster was hit with 
damage to the hospital, school, laun¬ 
dry and some private houses. 

“We were very pleased about the 
school because we did not have to go 
next day,” she said. 

Mrs Bishop added that she has many 
more memories about the war that 
would fill all our columns.

Council defends role 

EAST Devon District Council has further defended 
the proposed appointment of a communications 
and reputations manager. 

As previously reported, the successful applicant 
would land an annual £33,661-£37,206 salary. 

But some district councillors, including Axmin- 
ster's Douglas Hull (Lib Dem) and Ottery s Roger 
Giles (Ind) were angered by the idea, calling it a 
waste of money. 

Councillor Hull went as far as accusing EDDC of 
“dreaming up” the position of spin doctor. A report 
by EDDC officers, however, said the appointment 
was necessary to avoid running the risk of making 
decisions without good and supporting intelli¬ 
gence. 

In the end, the EDDC Cabinet resolved to set up 
a politically-balanced group to examine the job de¬ 
scription. A final decision is then expected to be 
made by full council in July.

ReView | Gypsy Watkins ‘Close To You’ 


THE third of Gypsy Watkins’ albums reviewed in 
View 2, Close To You begins with the opera classic 
'Ave Maria', with Gypsy’s trademark warble sitting 
high above a subtle piano part. 

The album’s first original, and album title track, 
'Close To You' sees Gypsy cross over into the other 
half of her repertoire - soft rock balladry. Backed by 
acoustic guitar, tight drums and a delicate piano riff, 
'Close To You' is an interesting shift of pace from 'Ave 
Maria'. 

Puccini's Famous show tune 'Oh Mio Babbino Caro' 
(Oh my beloved father) sees Gypsy's strong start to 
the album continue, again changing style back to the 
opera/show tune genre. 

‘Moon On High ’ is the second original on the album, 
and much like 'Close To You', is a sultry slow burning 
love song. 

'Vissi Darte' (also by Giacomo Puccini) continues 
the albums pattern of Opera/Pop alternation, and again 
gives Gypsy a chance to spread her vocal wings and 
hit some impressive high notes. 

The albums third original song, 'Pray To You Each 
Day' is a soulful piano ballad, with Gypsy singing 
lyrics of hope. 

'Mi Chiamano Mimi' (Puccini), a part of the famous 
opera 'La Boheme', again displays Gypsy's wonderful 
operatic vocal gymnastics and is one of the strongest 
vocal performances overall on the album. 

'Comfort Me' the fourth and final original piece on 


the album is a soft rocker, featuring a nice dynamic 
shift from slower verses to upbeat choruses. 

George Bizet's twitchy 'L 'Amour Est Un Oiseau Re- 
belle', from the Opera 'Carmen', is the first of two 
iconic opera songs to close the album, and features the 
fantastic big band blasts that make the original so 
memorable. Gypsy really does the French vocal jus¬ 
tice, with fantastic pronunciation and perfectly under¬ 
stated delivery. 

The album closes with Puccini's aria 'Nessun Dor- 
ma'. Made famous by Pavarotti, Gypsy leaves her best 
'til last, giving a performance deserving of the stirring, 
uplifting classic.

SEATON Town’s bid to win one of the top 
local cup competitions for the ninth time 
was thwarted by injury time in this final 
replay. 

The two teams met in April when ref¬ 
eree Brian Holmes controversially called 
the game off with 15 minutes to play be¬ 
cause of a waterlogged pitch with 
Budleigh leading 2-1. 

Holmes found himself in another con¬ 
troversial position in the last ever compet¬ 
itive game to be played at Sector Lane on 
Sunday when, to the Seaton supporters 
dismay, he played 11 minutes of injury 
time during which Budleigh snatched an

equaliser before going on to lift the trophy 
for a tenth time in a penalty shoot-out. 

There was only one extended break in 
the second-half when Seaton’s Ben Ede 
needed treatment for a vicious tackle 
which would have produced a straight red 
car had referee Holmes seen the incident. 

Holmes confirmed to me after the end of 
normal time that he had played 11 extra 
minutes but the Seaton crowd were left 
baffled by the length of the additional time 
played with few other interruptions to the 
game. 

Seaton weathered an early storm in 
which Budleigh had two goals disallowed, 


one of them a cracking header from for¬ 
mer Axminster player Michael Hancock. 

For the rest of the half Seaton looked the 
stronger of the two sides and went in at 
half-time with a 1-0 advantage through a 
Tom Vincent header. 

There was little between the two sides 
after the break, although Budleigh looked 
more cohesive and dangerous when the 
experienced Danny Williams came on as 
a sub and equalised with ten minutes of 
normal time left on the clock. 

But Seaton thought they had both hands 
on the trophy, which they have won eight 
times since its inception in 1930, when 
Josh Miller made it 2-1 in the 90th minute. 

Budleigh pressed hard for the equaliser 
and it came in the 6th minute of extra time 
when Hancock, Budleigh’s star player, 


levelled the scores with another bullet-like 
header. 

Seaton threw everything forward in a 
bid to snatch a late winner but the 
Budleigh defence held out with their 
‘keeper Adrian Pullen bringing of two 
great saves to send his side into the 
penalty shoot-out. 

The final was dedicated to the late Mar¬ 
tin Leach, a stalwart Axminster Hospital 
Cup committee member and former 
Axminster player who died recently. The 
trophy and man-of-the-match award, 
which went to Seaton’s young defender 
Cameron Vere, were presented by Mar¬ 
tin’s auntie, Eunice Beer.
